"Section 1. Short title. This Act may be cited as the

Mot orcycli st Public Acconmobdati on Act.

Section 5. Definition. As wused in this Act, "place of
public accommobdation” neans a busi ness, accommodat i on,
refreshnent, entertainnent, recreation, or transportation
facility of any kind, whether |icensed or not, whose goods,
servi ces, facilities, privil eges, advant ages, or

acconmmpdati ons are extended, offered, sold, or otherw se nade

available to the public. By way of exanple, but not of
l[imtation, "place of public accommodat i on" i ncl udes
facilities of the following types: inns, hotels, notels,
restaurants, caf es, eating est abl i shnent s, t averns,

roadhouses, barber shops, departnent stores, clothing stores,
shoe stores, bathroons, restroons, theaters, skating rinks,

parking | ots and garages, golf courses and driving ranges,
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concerts, ceneteries, railroads, buses, airplanes, street
cars, boats, swnmmng pools, and other places of public

acconmmpdati on and anusenent.

Section 10. Violation.

(a) It is a violation of this Act for any person to
restrict an individual's access to, adm ssion to, or use of a
pl ace of public accommodati on solely because the i ndividual
operates a notorcycle.

(b) This Section does not prohibit a person from
restricting an individual's access to, adm ssion to, or use
of a place of public accommbdati on because the individual's
conduct poses a risk to the health, safety, or property of

anot her.

Section 15. Penalty.

(a) A person who violates this Act commts a petty
of f ense.

(b) In addition to any other penalties that my be
inposed for a violation of this Act, a person whose access
to, adm ssion to, or use of a place of public accomobdation
is restricted because of a violation of this Act is entitled
to the following relief in a civil action against the person
who conmtted the violation:

(1) weither (i) actual damages or (ii) statutory
damages of $500, whichever is greater, for each

vi ol ati on;

(2) appropriate injunctive relief to enjoin future

vi ol ations; and

(3) costs and reasonable attorney's fees.

(c) Each day that a violation of this Act takes place

constitutes a separate violation for purposes of assessing

penal ti es or damages.".
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
